Our No. 2 runs 50 per cent and better 3-16 inch caliper at the 
collar. They make very nice grafts. ‘‘Grafters’’ will average one 
graft to the seedling and every one will be a collar graft. Many 
nurserymen prefer this style. 
No. 2 and ‘‘grafters’’ can be shipped either from Shenandoah, Iowa | 
or Topeka, Kansas; but other grades will be shipped only from Shen- | 
andoah. 
We are carrying on hand a smaller stock than usual at this time of 
the year.

APPLE AND CRAB PIECE ROOT GRAFTS 


Piece root grafts are made by using about six inches of scion and 
three and one-half inches of root. They are tongued together and se- 
curely wrapped at the union, making the entire graft about eight and 
one-half inches long. This style of graft we use mostly in our own 
plantings.

APPLE AND CRAB WHOLE ROOT GRAFTS 


This style of graft is made by using about six inches of scion and the 
entire seedling, making union at the collar and wrapping with waxed 
thread which holds it firmly until calloused. Many nurserymen prefer 
to plant this kind of graft, claiming that they get a larger growth, owing 
to the well formed root system.
